Jan uary 1, 1832 m arks 
the 
birth 
late of the twenty-fourth governor 
t the S tate 
of 
M issouri. 
Thom as 
Theodore Crittenden wras 
a descend­ 
e d of the distinguished Crittenden 
fam ily of Kentucky on 
his 
fath er’s 
side and of 
an 
eminent 
Kentucky 
lawyer on his m other’s side. 
Iiis first schooling wras received in 
ne of the proverbial “ log cabins” of 
Kentucky at Clovferport, and in 1852 
he entered Center College at Dan­ 
ville, Ky., where 
he 
graduated 
in 
1855. 
He im m ediately took up the 
study of law’ with his uncle, John J. 
Crittenden, a m ost eminent member 
of the Kentucky bar. 
In 1856 he was 
adm itted to the bar. 
Still leaning 
toward 
his 
native 
state of Kentucky, he m arried Miss 
Caroline VV. Jackson of 
Fran kfort, 
and to this union w’ere born 
three 
fltM and one daughter. 
In 1857 he em igrated to Lexington, 
Mo. in Ijafayette county; w as 
ad 
nutted to the bar, and formed a part­ 
nership with Ju d ge John A. S. Tutt. 
In 1864 he was 
appointed 
attorney- 
general by Governor Hall to fill the 
unexpired term left vacant by Aik- 
main Welch. 
At the outbreak of the Civil War 
he was a participant in the organi­ 
zation 
of 
a 
regiment 
of 
Union, 
Troops, known as the Seventh C aval­ 
ry' of which he was iieutenant-eolonel. 
At the end of the three years remain 
ing of the war, he 
was 
ranked 
as 
colonel. 
In 1867, follow ing the close of the 
war. he became head of the law p art­ 
nership of Crittenden and Cockrell. 
This partnership was 
dissolved 
in 
1875 when General Cockrell became 
United States Senator. 
Colonel C rit­ 
tenden 
was elected 
to the 
United 
States C ongress in 1872, served one 
term and wras defeated for retrnomina- 
tion. 
But in 1876, he again repre­ 
sented his district in C ongress, serv­ 
ing until 1878, when he refused to be 
a candidate. 
He received the Dem ocratic nomi­ 
nation for governor of M issouri 
in 
1880 over two Dernoaratic opponents, 
and wras elected governor 
defeating 
the Republican candidate by a plu- 
lality of 54,034. 
Som e of \h e outstanding accom p­ 
lishments of Crittenden's adm inistra­ 
tion were the success o f the su it of 
the State again st the Hannibal 
and 
S. Jose ph Railroad for 
the 
paym ent 
of the $3,000,000 bonds w’ith interest 
loaned to that road, and the break­ 
ing up of the outlaw band headed by 
the Jam es brothers. 
A t the close of 
his 
governorship, 
Colonel Crittenden resided in K an sas 
f ity where he became a member of 
the law firm of Crittenden, M cDougal 
and Stile in 1885. 
In 1893, during President 
Cleve­ 
land’s second daministratioin, he was 
appointed United States consul-gen­ 
eral to Mexico, and with the close of 
his diplomatic career in 1897 he re- 
tum ed to K an sas City, where he died 
on May 29, 1909.

Twelve 
>f the 
persons lynched were taken 
from the hands of the law. 6 from 
Jails and 6 from officers of the law 
utside of jails. 
Four of the 
per­ 
sons were burned to death, 
2 
were 
put to death and then their 
b o d ies' 
burned. 
“ There weie 42 instances in which 
»fficers of the law prevented lynch- 
m gs. 
E igh t of these were in N orth­ 
ern states and 34 in Southern states, 
n 24 of the cases the prisoners were 
emoved or the guards augm ented or

In 18 oth­ 
er instances, armed force was used to 
repel the would-be lynchers.

MEETING TO SEEK COMPRO­ 
MISE PLAN ON ROAD BONDS 


Jefferson City, January 1.—Anoth­ 
er attempt to reach 
a 
compromise 
between the conflicting proposals 
of 
the State Highway Commission and 
the Automobile Club of Missouri for 
an additional State road Ixmd issue, 
for completion of the present State 
highway system, extension of 
the 
system and 
farm-to-market 
roads, 
will be made Thursday at a meeting 
off representatives of the two groups 
at Hotel M ayfair in St. Louis. 
No agreement was reached in the 
first conference 
on 
a 
compromise, 
held in St. I»uis December 21, 
and 
an adjournment was taken for two 
weeks to permit 
further 
considera­ 
tion of the principal differences. 
The chief obstacles 
to a compro­ 
mise are determination of what lim­ 
it, if any, shall be placed on the State 
automobile license fees ami gasoline j 
tax. which are t' 
f sources 
of 
road revenue in aiissouri, and 
bow j 
funds in excess of the amount neces­ 
sary to complete the present system 
shall be apportioned to the Counties ! 
for additional roads. 


The Automobile Club, which pro­ 
posed a bond issue 
of 
$120,000,000, 
has insisted there be no increase 
in 
the license fees and the 2-cent-a-gal- 
lon gasoline tax, and that the limi­ 
tation be written into 
the 
proposed 
constitutional amendment. This stand 
is to keep faith with the voters 
on 
assurances of no increase 
in rates, 
made in submission of past road fi­ 
nancing proposals that were adopt­ 
ed. 
Apportionment to the counties of 
the money in excess of requirements 
for completion of the present 
sys­ 
tem has been urged by the Automo­ 
bile Club on the basis of the amount 
of automobile license 
fees paid 
to 
the State. 
This is advanced as the 
most equitable 
plan, 
after 
taking 
(are of the Statewide system. 
Members of the Highway Commis­ 
sion, which recommended an oppos­ 
ing bond issue of $00,000,000, have 
objected to a limit being placed 
on 
the revenue sources, in the language 
of the constitutional amendment, and 
have proposed to apportion the mon­ 
ey for additional 
roads 
equally 
to 
each of the 114 counties without re­ 
gard to the amount they pay in thru 
registration fees. 
Contrary to 
general 
belief, 
the 
present automobile license, fees and 
gasoline tax are not fixed by a con­ 
stitutional amendment, hut are sub­ 
ject to increase by the Legislature at 
any 
time. 
The 
gasoline 
tax was 
rcated and the automobile fees 
in­ 
creased 50 per cent 
by an initiative 
act passed by voters in 1924. 
An in­ 
itiative act is subject to amendment 
or repeal by the Legislature, 
and in 
the last two sessions 
attempts were 
made 
to 
divert 
some 
of the road 
funds to other purposes and to levy 
an additional gasoline tax for other 
than State road purposes. 
The mov­ 
es were defeated. 
Hugh Stephens of Jefferson City 
former vice-chairman of the High­ 
way Commission, one of the leading 
advocates of the Automobile 
Clubtn 
$120,000,000 proposal, issued a state­ 
ment here today urging a unified plan 
and comparing the two proposals.

Club plan, he pointed out that any 
proposal not supported by the High­ 
way Commission would be difficult to 
put over.

“That is a great responsi­ 
bility”. 
He stated that from the viewpoint 
of the cost of the State roads, 
the 
Missouri system now was only about 
50 per cent completed, 
contrary to 
the belief that it was more than 60 
per cent finished; 
he 
said 
the sec­ 
ondary roads, comprising 6100 miles 
of the 640-mile system, 
were 
only 
about 35 per cent completed. 
Cost of the entire system is esti­ 
mated at $215,530,000, and the High­ 
way Commission figures show 
that 
$108,356,000 of work remain« to be 
done after January 1, 1928. 
“The Automobile Club has gained 
much in bringing the commission ov­ 
er to approve principles advanced by 
the club”, Stephens said, “such as a 
speedier program, abandonment 
of 
the pay-as-you-go plan, need of 
a 
bond issue, additions ot the present 
system, correction and balancing of 
program, relief of congestion in 
the 
metropolitan areas and development 
of farm-to-marke roads”. 
He said the commission’s plan de­ 
finitely abandoned the pay-as-you-go 
method for completion of the 
state 
system, but proposed to use it 
for 
he new farm-to-market 
roads, with 
very small amounts set 
aside 
ffor 
them annually for the next 13 years. 
Only $4,000,000 would 
he 
available 
for that work up to 1933 under 
the 
commission plan, compared with $60,- 
000,000 that would be available 
at 
once 
under 
the 
Automobile 
Club 
plan. 
After 1933 under the commission 
plan, Stephens said, the only farm- 
to-market money available would be 
a 
reserve-for-contingencies 
fund, 
ranging from $2,000,000 
to 
nearly 
$7,000,000 annually over 
a 13-year 
period. 
After taking care of other 
contingencies and requirements 
of 
the 
state 
system, he said, 
it 
was 
doubtful if this fund would yield $60,- 
000,(MM) in the next 20 years for farm- 
to-market roads. 
He pointed out that the commiss­ 
ion’s estimate of 
anticipated 
reve­ 
nues was 
more 
liberal 
than 
that 
made by the club, and the 
latter’s 
figures showed a bond issue of $!20,- 
000,000 was feasible, without an in­ 
crease in levies. 
Whichever plan is adopted, he said, 
the State could complete the present 
system by 1933 with some money left 
over, but from that point the plans 
varied materially as to relief of con­ 
gestion and development of farm-to- 
market roads. 
As to the apportionment of mon­ 
ey to the counties, he said, an equal 
division 
would 
hardly 
be fair 
to 
some of the counties. 
He said four 
counties, including the principal cit­ 
ies, now were 
paying 
half of 
the 
amount going into the road fund. Un­ 
der the Commission 
plan 
each 
of 
these counties would receive no more 
than each of the other 110 counties 
which pay the other half. 
The controversy over the size 
of 
the issue wag a “ mere quibble” 
he 
said. 
The Automobile Club plan au­ 
thorizes the 
Commission 
to 
issue 
$120,000,000, of which only $100,000,- 
(XX) would be sold if the revenue did 
not justify the larger amount. Under 
the Commission plan, it can issue up 
to $60,000,000. 
“ In the last analysis”, 
he 
said, 
“the Commission has the power 
to 
decide this point. The advantage 
in 
the Automobile Club plan is that the 
Highway Department would have 
a 
line of credit puto $120,000,000, with 
a possibility of building farm-to-mar- 
ket roads. 
Under 
the Commission’s 
plan, it would have a line of credit of 
only $60,(XX),000 and no possibility of 
building farm-to-market roads”.

J., in a study of 560 m aps collected 
for the Newberry Library in Chicago 
from the national libraries in Madrid 
and Paris.

It was settled as a fact a 
few years ago, but the site was un­ 
known until Father Garraghan 
un­ 
earthed a map in the Newberry col­ 
lection which showed it was on the 
north bank of River des Peres, at its 
mouth. 
This map, made in Paris by Sieur 
Diron IVArtaguiette in 1732, was one 
of three which gave new data of St. 
Louis history' and were photograph­ 
ed for the St. Ixiuis University col­ 
lection. 
It shows the settlement as 
“the old Cahokia village” , on 
the 
site of what now is Carondelet. 
Jesuit missionaries 
settled 
there, 
coming from the east bank of 
the 
Mississippi 
in 
1700. 
The 
earliest successor transferred himself ami his 
death recorded in 
Missouri 
annals 
was that of

there on August 1, 1702--62 years

This work of converting hawsers into 
twine was given to 
crippled 
work 
men. 
Some of the 
deckhouses 
of 
the 
ships were removed intact and 
are 
being used as tool cribs, fire house 
and oil stations. 
Asbestos and magnesium from pip­ 
es and boilers were shredded and re­ 
packed for use. 
Good cork from ice 
boxes was sent to Iron Mountain for 
dry kiln insulation. 
A large quantity 
of 
oil in 
the 
fuel and oil tanks and in the 
storm 
oil compartment was put through the 
Ford oil plant for refinement. 
Pipe and conduit in great quantity 
were salvaged. 
A 
new 
department 
was installed for straightening crook­ 
ed pij>e and for electric 
welding 
of 
short lengths into standard lengths, a 
new process in pipe salvage. 
Pipe firings, pulleys, lanterns and 
all of the small stuff that makes 
a 
modern ship livable and usable came 
out of the dismantling work in great 
numbers and varieties. 
On the face of it, it does not 
ap­ 
pear that Mr. Ford will profit greatly 
by the purchase of the ships. In fact, 
he did not expect to. 
He 
has 
kept 
approximately 800 
men at work for eighteen months on 
the dismantling and 
scrapping. 
He 
must pay an additional $16,470 
for 
each ship he retains for his own use 
or $296460 for the eigihteen reserved. 
But the labor bill alojve will probably 
mount higher than the original pur­ 
chase price of the 199 ships.
